LONDON, J an. 29 .— Londoners last 
night witnessed a great machine gun 
battle between one German and sev ­ 
eral British aeroplanes high ov er the 
city.

audible. 
Occasionally the m achines them selv es 
could be seen ag ainst the moon.
